BADLY DAMAGED 
BY CORN BORER 


While no estim ate of dam age can 
be made a t j>resent. A dam s county 
is suffering greatly from the in festa­ 
tion of the European corn borer 
which lias spread over the entire 
southeastern section of th e state, j 
the office of county agent M, T. 
H artm an announced today. 
A survey during the p ast few days 
revealed large num bers of borers in 
in potato viqes, especially in early 
potatoes. As m any as 35 borers were 
taken from one sweet conv stalk and 
ten borers from one hill of early 
potatoes.

kinds of pithy stem plants including 
weeds, flowers, vegetables an d gen- j 
era! field crops. 
Has Two Broods 
One of the reasons for g rea t in ­ 
creases in the num ber of borers

More conclusive evidence of this will 
appear within the year. It was said. 
A steady fall In steel production, 
a narrow margin of oil reserves, an 
inability to replace vital railway 
equipment, reduction in tank and 
plane production and other impor­ 
tant symptoms of industrial deteri­ 
oration appeared In the available 
figures, the sources said. 
Shortage of OII

The best sources estimate that 
Germany normally needs 12.000,000

"Greatest Baseball Team 
Was White Sox Of 1919, 
Says Rogers Hornsby

Fort Worth, Tex.—Tile greatest baseball team he ever saw— 
and he looked over quite a few' in two decades as player and m an­ 
ager in the big leagues—was Chicago's White Sox or 1919, says 
Rogers Hornsby. 
Yes, the Black Sox of baseball’s darkest page. 
“Yeah, I know they were the Black Sox and as such 
have been justly discredited, but as ball players th a t entire 
team, position by position, had unmatched skill. The rec­ 
ords bear that out,” Hornsby said. 
The Rajah, now living here waiting for the Texas League 
to resume operations so he can manage the Fort W orth Cats 
again, gave his views in connection with a magazine article quot­ 
ing M anager Billy Southworth of the St, Louis Cardinals as saying 
the 1942 w’orld’s champions were the best. 
Blames Yankees for Cards’ Win 
L ist fall, before the start of the World Series, the outspoken 
Hornsby stated, in reply to questions, that the 1942 Cardinals 
weren't in the same class with the 1926 Cardinals, w’hom Hornsby 
managed and led to victory over the New York Yankees. 
The R ajah also guessed Southw orth^ youngsters would not 
fare well in the test before them . 
T hat guess didn’t prove out 
but Hornsby didn’t backtrack on hLs opinion ot comparative 
strength of teams. 
He only added that he had m ade the mistake of taking for 
granted th a t the Yankees, whom he had not seen, w’ere good 
when, as a m atter of fact, they’d gone down even more than tile 
National league champions, whom he had watched thp last few 
games of the regular season. 
But Hornsby didn’t take Southworth to task for his views 
“You can’t blame him for th at,” Rogers said. 
"Doesn’t every 
m anager of a, winner feel like his team is the best?” 
1926 Team Had G reat Spirit 
Hornsby didn’t think, however, th at his 1926 team was the 
best in baseball. Grinning, he said: 
"T hat 1926 bunch was a fine team ; it had great spirit 
and played together well, but m an-for-man it wasn't the 
world’s best; it wasn’t even the best team In tile National 
league thai year. but it won the pennant ami went ahead 
to lieut a better New York team. 
“But you can't blame a fellow in Southworth’* position 
for bragging about the team that won for him—after all, 
he is still the m anager of virtually the same team.” 
In picking the 1919 W hite Sox. Hornsby commented: 
"I can’t say about the best team of all time I can only have 
an opinion about those teams I saw’; about those teams made 
up of players I know about. Of those teams I think. I d take the 
Chicago White Sox of 1919.”
